The returns  for  laxt November
show nn inerease over November of
the previons yesar, but do hot main
tnin the ratio of Incrense displayed
by the month of October; while op

ernling revenues increaked $122 per
mile of line for the month, operating
expenses increased §74, and net rev-
enue only $80L Taxes were great-
er thaan for the previous November,
amounting to #4353 per mile of line
Operating income avernged $12.13 per
mile of line for each day In
ber, an amount greater by $1.63 thun
for November, 1911. This ig the en.
tire amount avalluble to the rallways
for rentals, interest on bonds, appro-
priations, nnd dividends

For the five months of the [lscal
veiur the net operating revenue per
mile of line of the eastrn rallways,
compared with the corresponding
months of the previous yar, Increased
that of the western
rallwnys increased 1568 per cent,
while that of the rallwavs of the
south increased less than one-tenth
of | per cent.

The number of cuble feet of hay
per ton varles considerably with the
length of time that it has been stick
ed. With newly stacked hay it will
tuke about H00 cuble feéet to aqual a
ton; if it has been stacked for two
or three months, from 3250 to 400 cy-
bie feet will egual a ton, After you
have obtained the number of cubic
feet fn the stack, divide by the num.
ber of cubie feet in a ton, taking in-
to consideration the length of time
that the hay has been stacked.

Following is the article from the
Natlonal Tribune:

Representative Francls, of Ohlo,
has introduced the following bilbto
protect pengionerg in the full enjoy-
ment of thelr pensions

“Be it enacted by the
House of Representatives of  the
United States of America in Con-
gress assembled, That Section 4747
of the Revised Statutes be, and ls
hereby, amended so as to read s
follows:

i '8"{'

Senale and

4747. And all money re.
ceived by any person a4s a pension
from the United Siates government,
whether the same shall be in the ac-
tual possession of sach pensioner or
deposited, loaned or invested by the
pensioner, shall, together with the
interest acerued thereson, or the in-
crements earned thereby, be exempt
from taxation, or attachment, levy or
seliure under any legal or equitable

process whatever; and any tax col
lector, balllff, sheriff, marshal, con-
stable or other person receiving no-
tice of the exemption of pension
money, Iin"conformity with the pro-
visions of thig act, who shall attaech,
restrain, gurnishee or sequestrate

any pension money as aforesald, or
otherwise obstruct or molest any law
ful ‘pensioner of the United Stales in
the peaceful use and enjoyment of a
pension, upon any pretext whatsoev.
er (excepting only the dnly authoriz.
ed officlals lawfully executing the
provisions of Section 4739 of the Re-
vised Btatutes, or otherwise acting
upon authority or instroctions of the
Secretary of the Interior); shall be
guilty of misdemennor, and upon con-
victlion thereof shall be fined in a
sum of not execeeding $600 and the
costs of the prosecation for ench and
every offenze; and it shall be the

duty of the Commissioner of Pensions
to transmit to every pensioner of
the United States a copy of this act,
in such manner as the Secretary of |
the Interior may direct.” '
